Additional Backup Information 
 
This interlocal agreement provides the City of Austin with access to the Texas Department of Motor Vehicles 
database.  Municipal Court clerks use the database to look up information in regard to vehicle titles and registration.  
This information is used by the Municipal Court to locate citizens with unpaid traffic and parking citations. 
 
The interlocal agreement was originally awarded in 1999 in the amount of $8,000.  Successive years of the interlocal 
agreement have increased to $10,000.  For each file submission sent to Municipal Court from the Texas Department 
of Motor Vehicles, the fee is $23.  For every database inquiry initiated by Municipal Court, there is an additional fee of 
$0.12.       
 
The recommended Council action is to approve Amendment No. 15 for the 13th year in an estimated amount of 
$10,000 and the authorization for additional annual expenditures in subsequent years in an amount not to exceed 
$10,000 per year.
